Niagara Falls, N. Y., Jan. 4.—The 
International hotel, one of the land­ 
marks of Niagara Falls, was destroyed 
by fire and the International theater, 
on adjoining building, was badly dam­ 
aged. 
The loss is estimated at $550,- 
000, covered by insurance. 
The hotel, 
formerly the Eagle tavern, had a ifis- 
tory dating back more than a century. 
General Lafuyettte, when he visited 
the United Stares in 18*24, was enter­ 
tained at the tavern. 
Daniel Webster 
was a freq uent guest. 
President Mc­ 
Kinley took luncheon at the hotel on 
the day that he was assassinated In 
1001. 
The hotel was rebuilt in 1845. 


The Right Rev. Charles Williams, 
the "fighting bishop of Michigan.” 
has just returned from an extended 
trip through France and Belgium in 
the interests of the Red Cross, and 
will tell of his experiences at a m eet­ 
ing in the Amboy opera house this 
evening. 
Bishop Williams is here in 
the interests of the m em bership drive 
for the Red Cross and will tell much 
of the w ork of that organization 
overseas. 
He will be well worth 
hearing. 


In a recent speech in the Hotel 
La Salle, Chicago, relating to the 
work 
of the Red Cross in France, 
Bishop Williams lauded am ong other 
things the Red Cross warehouse sys­ 
tem in France, which he described as 
“ well organized and ready for em er­ 
gency.” 
“ Everything is there,” said 
he, “ that an arm y of people in dis­ 
tress could possibly want, from m on­ 
keys and 
guinea pigs to surgical 
dressings. 
Great piles of knitted 
goods I saw, hospital supplies of all 
kinds, and even agricultural imple­ 
ments. 
All m ilitary hospitals in that 
country find their eq uipm ent through 
these warehouses. 
One of the in ter­ 
esting angles was the ‘Portable Serv­ 
ice’ which follows hospitals on the 
move from place to place. 
There 
were portable ice machines and many 
other devices for making wounded 
soldiers comfortable, even a portable 
anaesthetic machine, a very modern 
piece of apparatus which made a big 
impression on me. 
“ Probably the greatest assistance 
which the American Red Cross is 
rendering this governm ent toward 
winnii.g LLv. w ar.” said Bishop W il­ 
liams. “ is in keeping up the heart and 
spirit of 
France. 
The aw ful by­ 
products of w'ar are now constituting 
a burden sufficiently heavy to break 
the heart and strength of any other 
nation than F rance— the most pa­ 
tient, yet the YhW m ajestic nation on 
earth. 
Although lighting our fight, 
keeping pluck and courage in the 
other allies through her wonderful 


example, France says less than any 
other nation of w hat she is doing. 
“ In Evian. where the Red Cross 
is doing so much to aid the repa triat­ 
ed refugees of Belgium and France, 
whom Germany is shipping out of the 
occupied territory in enorm ous n um ­ 
bers, I heard this story from an au­ 
thentic source: 


“ As the narrato r~ t« am e 
was being driven along the roads of 
that part of Belgium which had been 
taken over by Germany, he saw the 
bodies of the victims who had died 
of starvation lying in heaps at the 
wayside. 
Then the Germans came 
and took up the wretched and hud­ 
dled objects for the purpose of send­ 
ing them to a factory where they 
were to be made into phosphates! 
‘There are too many of those w orth­ 
less 
baby 
bones,’ 
said 
the 
Huns. 
‘Those a re no good for phosphates. 
Too bad. but we can’t use them .’ 
“ In Poland, one finds equally bad 
or worse conditions. 
‘Every existing 
fact or force m ust be used in the in­ 
terest of G erm any,’ say the Germans. 
Starvation is one of these good (?) 
' forces. 
Americans, however, would 
not call such a force good. 
This is 
efficiency, 
not 
civilization 
or 
hu­ 
m anity.’ 


“ The utter desolation and ruin of 
the villages left hv the Germans is 
Indescribable. 
Only a desert is left, 
w herever the German has set his foot. 
Of the various groups and 
relief 
agencies engaged in the work of re­ 
habilitation, the Q uakers stand out 
strongly. 
They have brought archi­ 
tects, agricultural machinery, labor­ 
ers and m aterial for building into 
France,- at a vast expense. 
But back 
of all 
these organizations is 
the 
American Red Cross. 
Here one finds 
no overlapping and waste. 
“ It is difficult to pry .‘he youngest 
peasant from his soil, where he fre­ 
q uently 
is 
in the greatest danger. 
The children probably suffer most 
and are in the greatest peril, for the 
little things can seldom be taught to 
keep their gas m asks o n / a lesson 
the elder inhabitants soon learned 
after the Germans came. 
“ At Toul the Red Cross has es­ 
tablished a children’s hospital, where 
500 waifs are taken care of at a 
time, out of all danger of gas or 
bombs 
“ I sa v a splendid example of Red 
Cross canteen work in a French vil­ 
lage, under direction of Miss Mott. 
H ere are provisions bountiful, hot 
meals for 500 or 600 soldiers at a 
time. 
There is, a large room for 


NO CHANGE IN CAMP PLANS 


Q uicker Movement of Troops Abroad 


Rests on Speeding Equipment. 
Washington, Jan, 4.—Recommenda­ 
tions of the American war mission that 
additional troops be sent to France as 
rapidly as possible will not result in 
any change In the general plan of 
training the soldiers in the United 
States. 
This was made plain by Sec­ 
retary Baker in a general discussion of 
the efforts of the war department to 
promptly carry out the mission’s sug­ 
gestions. Every possible energy will be 
devoted to speeding up productions of 
munitions and equipment, and this, 
with the agreement of the allies to fur­ 
nish the necessary ships and equip­ 
ment, is expected to result in the dis­ 
patch of the armies abroad much soon­ 
er than wus at first thought possible. 
Reorganization of the q uarterm aster’s 
department under Major General Goe- 
thals, acting q uurtermuster general, 
along the line obtaining some years 
ago, when there was a commissary 
general and a paymaster general, also 
has been suggested.
